entrance into an exclusive fraternity here at Feehan, one that prides 
itself on being a “service organization for the best and brightest”, as 

he program's faculty moderator, Dr. Silvia says. And the organization 
ruly comprises the best and brightest students at Feehan, selecting only 
those with strict integrity, flawless character and commitment to excellence in academics. Many students 
desire to wear the prestigious gold braid and tassel on graduation, partly for the honor but mostly for 
how good it will look on their college transcripts; but the Society strictly observes its rules on selecting 
only those students with the right virtues of leadership and dedication to service for its members. 

Prospective members are first selected in the autumn of their junior year. They must maintain 
a non-weighted 3.5 GPA and be singled out as students of good character, strong leadership and with 
a dedication to service towards their fellow man. Those students matching these basic criteria are then 
listed and presented to the faculty members, to determine if there are any problems among the student 
list. After this list has been reviewed, the prospective members are given a packet to be filled out with 
their details, including their prior service work, leadership examples, and activities they have participated 
in at school, at their parish and in their community. The completed packets, which must be turned in by 
the deadline with no exceptions, are then reviewed by a council of five faculty members who evaluate 
them. Those chosen by this council are asked to submit an essay on service or leadership. Those who 
have failed at some part of this process are able to reapply during their senior year. 

At the induction ceremony, a Feehan alumni and former Honor Society member, John McBrine, 
graduated class of 1997, came and spoke to the students. John is a 2001 graduate of Providence Col- 
lege and received his Masters in Social Work from Boston College in 2005 and a law degree.

The Emerald Club performance is an annual event. It is a concert put on by the Girl's 
Glee Club, the Chorus, and the Bishop Feehan Jazz Band. The process of picking the Jazz band 
is key to the success of the concert.
